d.  Awards  and  Deoorationsi  Eight  hundred  and  fifty-six  (836)  awards 
were  reoommended  during  the  reporting  period.  Three  hundred  and  forty-six 
(346)  were  approved  and  five  hundred  and  ten  (510)  are  still  pending  (see 
inclosure  5 ) » 

o.  Friendly  Lossesi  Friendly  losses  for  the  period  were  5  KIA  and 
46  VIA.  There  were  no  personnel  MIA  (see  in  do  sure  6). 

3«  (C)  INTELLIGENCE »  The  squadron  conducted  extensive  aerial  reconnaissance 

and  surveillance  missions  ■,  providing  its  various  control  headquarters  with 
valuable  and  timely  information  concerning  the  eneny.  The  squadron*  s  efforts 
were  concentrated  in  Bien  Duong,  Hau  Nghia,  Gia  Dinh,  Long  An,  Bien  Hoa, 

Binh  Long  and  Long  Khanh  Provinces  and,  to  a  limited  extent,  in  Phuoo  Long, 
Pliuoc  Tuy  and  Binh  Tuy  Provinces.  In  the  IV  Corps  Tactical  Zone  operations 
arc  concentrated  in  An  Xuyen,  Kien  Giang,  Chuong  Thien,  and  Bao  Lieu  Provinces. 
Attention  centered  on  known  and  suspected  enemy  base  oamp  areas  and  linos  of 
communications.  The  intelligence  gathered  provided  the  basis  for  ground 
operations,  tactical  and  strategic  air  strikes,  and  artillery  strikes. 

a.  Terrain  1  The  relief  in  the  squadron's  area  of  operations  ranged 
from  flat  delta  in  the  south  to  gently  rolling  hills  in  Bien  Hoa  and  Long 
Khanh  Provinoes.  Drainage  is  provided  by  the  Saigon,  Hha  Bo,  Dong  Nai, 

Van  Co  Dong,  Van  Co  Tay  and  Mekong  Rivers  and  their  tributaries.  Vege¬ 
tation  consists  of  extensive  rice  orops  in  the  dolta  regions,  extensive 
rubber  plantations  in  parts  of  Binh  Duong  and  Long  Khanh  Provinoes,  end 
extensive  broadleafed  evergreen  forests  olsewhero. 

(1)  Observation  and  Fields  of  Fire*  Observation  and  fields  of  fire 
ranged  from  extremely  limited  in  the  forested  areas  of  Binh  Long  end  long 
BOinnh  Provinoes  to  excellent  as  one  moved  south  in  the  delta  areas. 

(2)  Obstnoles*  Neither  natural  nor  artificial  obstacles  in  the  TACR 
had  any  effoot  on  squadron  operations, 

(3)  Cover  and  Concealment*  The  enemy  has  limited  natural  cover ;  how¬ 
ever,,  he  is  an  expert  at  building  tunnel  and  bunker  coriplexes  which 
provide  him  exoclient  protection  against  direct  and  indirect  fire  as  veil  as 
air  strikes.  Tho  enemy  has  excellent  concealment  in  jingle  and  plantation 
areas  as  well  as  among  nippa  palm  and  pineapple  trees  which  frequently  line 
rivers  and  canals  in  the  dolta  crons.  He  also  makes  maximum  use  of  darkness 
and  camouflage  to  conceal  his  movement  or  pres  once  in  an  area. 

(4)  Key  Terrain*  Highways  1,  4,  15»  and.  20,  and  the  Dong  Nai,  Saigon, 

Vam  Co  Dong,  Vam  Co  Tay,  and  Mekong  Rivers  together  with  their  major  tribu¬ 
taries  ore  considered  key  terrain.  Tho  highways  arc  selected  beonusc  of 
their  importance  as  lines  of  communications  -  not  only  for  military  traffic 
but  for  civilian  traffic  as  well.  The  major  rivers  also  servo  ns  important 
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lines  of  communications  and  enable  alliod  foroos  to  ship  large  quantities 
of  materials.  For  the  sane  reason,  these  rivors  form  important  lines  of 
comnuni cation  for  the  enemy.

b.  Weather*  During  the  reporting  period  the  squadron's  area  of  'Op¬ 
erations  was  characterised  by  fair  weather  clouds  and  strong  Northoast 
Monsoonol  winds.  The  HI  OW  v*fs  under  tho  influence  of  tho  Northeast 
Monsoon.  February  and  March  was  oharaotorisod  by  high  northeasterly  winds 
and  partly  oloudy  skios.  During  the  mornings  ceilings  wore  often  less 
than  800  feet  and  visibility  as  low  as  l/lO  mile  at  some  locations.  Mini¬ 
mum  temperatures  ranged  from  66  to  75  degrees  with  maximum  temperatures 
from  84  to  93  degrees.  Total  rainfall  in  most  areas  during  tho  period  was 
loss  than  1  inch.  April  vas  characterised  by  the  transitional  phase  Acorn 
EE  (dry)  monsoon  season  to  tho  SW  (wst)  monsoons.  Batchy  morning  fog  and 
hazo  occurrod,  with  visibility  reduced  to  1/4  to  3  miles.  Afternoon  and 
evoning  rain  showers  and  ih.und  or  showors  occurrod  on  7-10  days  during  the 
month  with  total  rainfall  of  3-5  inchos  at  some  locations.  Surface  winds 
voro  generally  from  the  northoast  to  southwest  at  5-15  knots,  gusts  to 
26  knots.  High  temperatures  ranged  from  91  to  106  degrees «  Tho  low  was 
from  75  to  82  degrees. 

4.  (C)  OPERATIONS*  .The  3/17  Air  Cavalry  areas  of  operation  wore  located 

primarily  in  the  north  central,  southern,  western  and  eastern  arc's  of  HI 
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Corps  and  tho  southern  and  southwestern  aroa  of  IV  Corps.  Tho  squadron 
with  its  troops  in  direct  support  of  two  brigade  also  units  and  two  major 
commands  (Delta  Military  Assistance  Command  and  Capitol  Military  District) 
conducted  reconnaissance,  security,  survoillonoe  and  econo  ny  of  force  op¬ 
erations  throughout  tho  major  portions  of  IH  Corps  and  southern  portion  of 
IV  Corps.  At  various  times  during  the  reporting  period,  A  Troop  was  in  dir¬ 
ect  support  of  Delta  Military  Assistanoo  Conmand,  5th  ARVN  Division,  long 
Binh  Spocial  Zone,  Senior  Advisor  Nhon  Trach  District  and  tho  US  Navy  in 
the  Rung  Sat  Spocial  Zone.  On  29  April  A  Troop  began  diroot  support  of 
tho  269th  Aviation  Battalion  for  a  special  mission.  B  Troop  remained  in 
direct  support  of  the  3d  Brigade,  9th  US  Infantry  Division  in  long  An 
Provinoo  and  on  18  April  bogan  diroct  support  of  Capitol  Military  District 
(CMD) .  On  30  April  a  portion  of  B  Troop  began  direct  support  of  3d  Brigade, 
25th  Infantry  Division  for  a  special  mission*  During  the  reporting  period 
C  Troop  remained  in  direct  support  of  tho  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade  in 
Long  Khanh  Province •  C  Troop  also  supported  the  Royal  Thai  Army  Voluntoor 
Forces  (RTAVF),  Senior  Advisor  Nhon  Trach  District,  the  US  Navy  in  tho  Rung 
Sat  Spooial  Zone,  and  tho  18th  ARV1I  Division.  D  Troop  supported  D  Co,  75th 
Infantry  until  31  March  1970.  On  15  April  D  Troop  began  direct  support  of 
the  2d  Brigade,  25th  Infantry  Division  operation  in  the  Nhon  Trach  District. 
On  27  March  the  317th  Aviation  Detachment  (Divisional)  boenne  attached  to 
squadron  for  administrative  and  logistical  support. 

a.  Significant  Operations! 

(l)  The  missions  of  A  Troop  have  included  extensive  armed  aerial  visual 
rcconnais Banco  and  survcillanoo  missions,  aerial  checkpoint  missions,  road 
end  convoy  security  and  combined  missions  with  ground  operations.  The  ocro- 
rifle  platoon  was  not  used  while  in  support  of  Delta  Military  Assistance 
Comand;  however  while  In  support  of  the  5th  ARVN  Division  thoy  were  used 
for  1  ini  tod  ground  rooonnaissanoo  missions  and  provided  security  for  downod 
aircraft • 

(a)  During  tho  month  of  February  while  supporting  the  21st  ARVN  Di¬ 
vision  A  Troop  oocountod  for  143  structures  destroyed,  112  sampans  des¬ 
troyed  and  4^  oneny  killed. 

(b)  During  tho  month  of  March  A  Troop  accounted  for  134  structures 
destroyed,  134  sampans  destroyed  end  60  encny  killed.  On  21  Maroh  A  Troop 
began  a  four  day  transition  from  support  of  Delta  Military  Assistance  Ceo- 
nand  to  support  of  the  5th  ARVN  Division.  By  25  March  A  Troop  had  dosod 
DiAn  and  was  in  full  support  of  th«  5th  ARVN  Division. 

(o)  In  April,  A  Troop  destroyed  22  structures,  6  sampens,  and  kill  ad 
7  enemy  while  in  support  of  the  5tl»  ARVN  Division,  the  US  Navy  in  the  Rung 
Sat  Spocial  Zone  and  the  Senior  Advisor,  Nhon  Trach  District.  A  Troop  also 
provided  first  and  last  light  visual  roconnaissanec  support  to  the  Long  Binh 
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Spooial  Zone  beginning  27  April. 

(2)  The  rxLsaion  of  B  Troop  has  included  visual  rooonnaissanoe^  pooplo 
doteotor  (sniffer)  missions,  ranger  insertions  and  Right  Batk  nisoions. 

The  troop  used  its  acro-riflo  platoon  at  Ihe  discretion  of  the  troop  coo- 
mnndor  for  ground  rooonnaissanoe  missions,  as  soaurity  for  downed  air¬ 
craft  and  to  dovelop  any  situation  found  by  the  visual  rooonnaissanoe 
toons. 

(a)  IXiring  the  month  of  February  B  Troop  accounted  for  38  structures 
destroyed,  4  snnpans  dostroyod,  and  24  onoqy  killod.  Five  of  the  24  onory 
killed  wore  a  result  of  a  Night  HaWk  or  night  gunship  support  given  to  the 
3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division. 

(b)  In  March,  B  Troop  dostroyod  141  structures,  3  sanpans  and  killed 
55  onory.  On  19  March  the  a  oro-riflo  platoon  killod  6  cnery  end  oapturod  2 
AK-47»s  and  several  pounds  of  documents. 

(o)  During  the  month  of  April  B  Troop  destroyed  53  structures,  4  sam¬ 
pans,  and  killed  8  eneny  while  in  support  of  Capitol  Hilit-ry  Distriot 
and  the  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division. 

(3)  Throughout  tho  quarter,  C  Troop  performed  visual  reconnaissance 
end  aerial  check  point  missions  in  the  Lang  Khanh  Province  in  support  of 
the  199th  light  Infantry  Brigade.  The  aero-rifle  platoon  was  used  fre¬ 
quently  by  Ihe  troop  coramondor  for  limited  ground  reconnaissance  operations 
and  to  provide  security  for  downod  aircraft.  C  Troop  also  supported  other 
units  during  the  period  os  previously  noted. 

(a)  luring  the  month  of  February  C  Troop  destroyed  41  structures,  4 
sanpcuis  and  killed  11  enemy  while  in  support  of  the  199th  light  Infantry 
Brigade,  Rhon  Troch  District  and  tho  Royal  Thai  Army  Volunteer  Forces. 

(b)  In  March,  C  Troop  accounted  for  71  structures  and  1  sampan  des¬ 
troyed  and  21  eneny  killod.  On  3  March  C  Troop  killod  10  eneny  while  in 
support  of  tho  18th  ARVE  Division. 

(c)  During  the  nonth  of  April,  C  Troop  was  credited  with  8  enemy  killed, 
3  structures  destroyed  and  2  sanpans  destroyed.  On  20  April  tho  aoro-rlflo 
platoon  was  inserted  to  perform  a  ground  reconnaissance  mission  of  a  neo.’ian- 
ioal  ambush  site  sot  on  11  Agrll.  Che  B-40  rocket  end  a  fresh  gravo  wore 
discovered  at  the  site.  One  onety  kill  was  credited  to  C  Troop. 

(4)  During  the  quarter,  D  Troop  provided  supported  units  with  ground 
roconnaissanco,  security  and  ambush  capability.  D  Troop  elements  were 
used  frequently  as  the  aero-rifle  platoons  for  the  Air  Cavalry  troops  and 
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performed  the  primary  missions  of  ground  reconnaissance  and  security  of 
downed  airomft. 

(a)  On  31  March  D  Troop  v/ns  released  from  OPCON  of  D  Company  75  th 
Infantry.  No  significant  activity  was  reported  during  the  month  of 
Fobruaxy.  In  March,  whilo  in  support  of  D/75th  Infantry,  D  Troop  was 
credited  with  2  enemy  killed  and  1  structure  dostroyed. 

(b)  On  15  April  D  Troop  beoane  OPCON  of  the  2d  Brigade,  25th  Infantry 
Division.  During  the  month  D  Troop  killed  5  enemy  and  destroyed  12  struct¬ 
ures.  All  of  the  enemy  killed  wore  from  operations  in  the  Nhon  Trach  Dis¬ 
trict  in  support  of  the  2d  Battalion,  47th  Infantry  (mechanised). 

b.  Sunnoryi  While  flying  30444  sorties,  the  nquodron  lifted  25490 
troops,  115  tons  of  cargo,  and  was  crodited  with  282  enemy  killed,  758 
structures  destroyed,  and  295  sampans  destroyed.  (Sec  inolosuro  7) 

5.  (U)  ORGANIZATION!  The  squadron  is  organized  under  TOE/MTOE  17-951 
dated  Juno  1965  and  USARPAC  General  Order  401  dated  August  1968.  In  ad- 
dition  RL/feD  teens  arc  attaohod  (one  per  air  cavalry  troop)  by  tho  12th 
Combat  Group  General  Order  60  dated  August  1968.  The  317th  Aviation 
Detachment  is  attached  to  the  squadron  for  administrative  and  logistioal 
support.  On  20  March  C  Troop,  16th  Cavalry  became  attachod  to  tho  squadron 
for  a  20  day  period.  It  was  during  this  attachment  that  A  Troop  w.s  moved 
from  Soe  Trang  to  DiAn  and  C/l6th  Cav  was  moved  from  Phu  Loi  to  Soc  Trcng 
to  begin  operations  in  tho  Delta.  On  10  April  C/l6th  Cav  was  released 
from  attachment  to  ?/l7th  Air  Cavalry. 

6.  (u)  TRAINING!  During  this  reporting  period,  tho  squadron  had  max¬ 
imum  participation  in  all  allocated  school  courses.  New  incountry  re¬ 
placements  received  training  at  Blackhcrse  Academy  in  Long  Binh,  operated 
by  tho  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment.  Tho  3/17  provides  one  instructor  to 
aid  in  the  additional  student  load.

During  the  reporting  period  C  Troop  acquired  tho 
011-58  light  observation  helicopter  to  be  used  in  tho  scout  role*  Follow¬ 
ing  is  the  first  30  day-  evaluation  report  which  began  on  1  April*  Subse¬ 
quent  evaluations  arc  due  on  5  June  and  5  July*  Those  evaluations  will 
be  included  in  the  next  QRLL. 

b«  Evaluation! 

(1)  Mission  and  Employment  Evaluation!  During  the  evaluation 
•period  (l  Apr  to  30  Apr)  the  OH-58  has  boon  employed  as  a  reconnaissance 
aircraft  in  tho  visual  reconnaissance  teens  of  C  Troop,  3d  Squadron,  17th 
Air  Cavalry.  The  visual  reconnaissance  tern  is  oomposed  of  oithor  one 
AH-lG  giuiship  and  one  OH-58,  cr  two  OH-58* s.  The  OH-58  is  employed  at 
tree  top  level  and  alow  air  speodo  in  order  to  locate  and  possibly  en¬ 
gage  onccy  forces.  C  Troop  utilizes  a  crow  of  throo  personnel  -  a  pilot 
in  the  right  front  scat,  an  observer  in  tho  loft  front  soot,  and  a  crow 
chief  in  the  right  roa*  scat.  Tho  observer  and  crow  chief  arc  each  armed 
with  an  M-60  machine  gun  and  approximately  /,00  rounds  each  of  ammunition. 
In  addition  there  are  approximately  20  hand  gronados  on  tho  aircraft  to 
include  smoke,  fragmentation,  and  concussion*  Thoir  primary  mission  is 
to  locate  enemy  pars anno 1  or  onoqy  locations.  The  ooout  has  tho  capa¬ 
bility  to  defensively  engage  targets  and  nark  targots  of  opportunity  for 
the  AH-1G  gunship*  When  the  -XNEtBI  mini  gun  system  is  employed,  tho  0H-50 
carries  a  scout  pilot  and  a  single  obsorver.  Tho  ninigun  oquipped  OH-58 
is  normally  the  trail  scout  3hip  in  a  VR  toon  of  two  scouts*  During  this 
portion  of  tho  evaluation  period  the  OH-58  was  found  to  be  a  very  ef¬ 
fective  ocout  aircraft*  Some  modifications  aro  strongly  recommended  and 
will  bo  disexissod  in  this  evaluation.

It 
turns  easily  at  slow  airspeeds  and  lias  a  vory  snail  turning  radius.  It 
was  no tod  that  control  responao  end  accoloration  aro  0 one what  si 01;  at 
lower  airspoeds;  however  pilots  have  adjuctcd  their  individual  tnctic3  to 
compensate  for  those  shortcomings •  Sideward  flight  io  difficult  because 
cf  the  large  vortical,  stabiliser;  however  this  is  not  a  serious  problem 
as  sideward  flight  io  not  a  connon  taotic. 

(c)  Pilot  Comments:  Pilot  connonto  concerning  tho  OH-58  have  in¬ 
cluded  tho  visibility  and  maneuverability  charactoristico  already  ment¬ 
ioned  .  In  addition  the  pilots  have  uado  comcnts  concerning  the  follow¬ 
ing:

(a)  Avionics:  Ag  previously  mentioned,  the  radios  of  the  OH-58 
arc  vory  good.  At  this  tine  thoro  is  no  test  cquipnont  for  the  radio 3 
currently  used  in  the  OH-58.  It  is  expected  this  problem  will  be  cor¬ 
rected  ac  now  radios  ontor  RVN  in  tho  future. 

(b)  Maintenance:  Since  acquiring  the  initial  OH-58,  C  Troop,  ho.3 
flovn  noro  than  830  hours  in  tho  aircraft.  As  of  this  dato  thoro  have 
boon  ne  periodic  inspections  porforr.od  end  no  sorious  maintenance  prob¬ 
lems  encountered.  Very  fow  spexo  parts  havo  boon  ncodod  end  t loose  that 
wore  required  were  reedily  available.  During  tho  reporting  poriod  C 
Troop  maintained  a  90$  mission  ready  status  of  all  ffll-58's.  The  small 
amount  of  down  tine  was  duo  primarily  to  combat  danago  and  minor  un¬ 
scheduled  maintenance  problems.  Thoro  have  boon  two  aircraft  lost  to 
ground  firo  during  the  evaluation  period.  Both  aircraft  received  num¬ 
erous  hits  and  both  roeoivod  one  round  in  tho  combustion  chanbor  cf  the 
engine  causing  instantaneous  engino  failure.  An  Elit  hao  boon  submitted 
ao  a  result  cf  these  two  aircraft  losses.  It  was  also  found  that  re¬ 
placement  aircraft  for  those  lost  to  combat  damage  aro  readily  available 
in  tho  supply  systcu.
